C uicauo, Dec. 11.—T hree men are known 
to have been killed, one fatally injured and a 
number of i>eople badly bruised, early this 
m orning ,by an explosion of meal dust,which 
completely wrecked the three-story brick 
building on N orth Halsted-street, occupied 
by David Oliver as an oat meal mill. 
Sev­ 
eral adjoining building s were b ally shut­ 
tered. 
The ex plosion, whichjoccurred shortly 
after 2 o’clock, was terrific, the shook lieing 
felt a mile away. 
Building s in the imme­ 
diate vicinity were bom barded with flying 
bricks and tiinliors, and nearly every pane of 
g lass within a radius of six blocks was 
smashed. 
Almost before 
the rum ble of 
the explosion died away flames sprang up 
from the wrecked mill, and the whole place 
was ablaze in a few minutes. The tire spread 
with incredible rapidity, and when the first 
fire companies reached ti|cscene they found 
a block of roaring flames to contend with. A 
g eneral alarm was sounded. 
Eng ines were 
stationed at everv available point around the 
blazing mill, anil building s that did not take 
tire at the outset were saved by very hard 
work. 
Sparks that were carried throug h the 
air by the wind, ig nited building s two blocks 
away, and for half ap hour the firemen had 
all they could do to prevent a num ber of seri­ 
ous tires. 
The streets were filled with d eb ris 
for a block on every side of the burned 
block, and this seriously obstructed the fire­ 
men in their work. 
It was nearly two hours 
before the flames were under control. 
When 
the fire was at its heig ht the wildest rumors 
prevailed reg arding the loss of lite. 
It was 
known that four men had been at work in 
the 
meal 
mill 
and about 
20 in 
the 
planing 
mill 
adjoining . 
Besides 
these 
ibe 
neig hboring 
houses 
contained 
many men, women and children. 
At one 
time it was asserted that 20 people had per­ 
ished, but this estim ate was found to be 
g reatly exag g erated. T he men at work in the 
planing mill all escaped. 
A few of them 
were badly hurt, hut the m ajority received 
slig ht injuries. 
Hundreds of men searched 
anxiously for the missing millers, and after 
some time John Holmes was found lying in 
an alley across the street from the mill tcrri 
bly burned and lacerated 
He was working 
in the second story of the mill when the ex 
plosion occurred'and was hurled throug h 
a 
window 
and 
across 
the 
street. 
Ho cannot live. 
No trace could be found of 
the other three men—Charles Miller, Charles 
Cooper and John Sm ith—and it is believed 
that other bodies are buried in the turns. The 
firemen are hopeful that no « more lives were 
lost, but people living in tlie vicinity of the 
mill are sure more bodies will be found. 
Persons who were aslc« p in the building s ad­ 
jacent to the wrecked mill were thrown clear 
out of their beds by the force of the explosion 
and most of them were more or less injured 
durirnr the terrific bom bardm ent of bricks 
and other d eb ri* . 
Charles M urphy occupied rooms over „tl» o " 
saloon, at die corner of Fulton and Halstead- 
strcets. 
With him were his family, consist­ 
ing of his wife, two children and mother. 
They were all in bed when the explosion oc­ 
curred, and were all asleep. 
The force of 
the concussion swayed the house from side to 
side, and all the members of M urphy's family 
were thrown violently from their beds upon 
the floor or ag ainst the walls. 
W ithin an in­ 
stant the house was enveloped in flames, 
and the cries of a dozen occupants reached 
the people on 
the street. 
Charles Bleu 
was among the spectators, and upon hearing 
the cries lie rushed into the building at the 
risk of his life and carried out the women 
and children, m aking three trips into the 
burning house. 
M urphy was so dazed that 
he was almost unable to g et out. 
Bleu was 
badly scorched and bruised. 
The mm.ates of Hctig ’s boarding house 
across the street, aud Charles McCormick and 
his wife, who reside next door, escaped from 
the shattered building s w ith g reat difficulty, 
several of them being badly bruised and all 
losing their personal effects. 
The losses wiii ag g reg ate $ 150,000. 
Tlie 
loss on the opH is $ 75,000; Jacob Preso, 
owner of the plauing m iff loses $ .50.000, and 
it is estimated that the other Josses wjlj be 
$ 25,000. 
L at e r — A battalion of 20 firemen aad over 
100 volunteers are at work clearing away the 
ruins. 
Ernest Casper, one 
of the three 
known to be dead, was working in the cupola 
at the time of the explosion. 
The cupola 
was lifted almost entirely ami thrown a dis­ 
tance of 60 feet to the south side of t he strept . 
The remains of Casper is somewhere under 
the wreck. Joliu Cbristenzen, the kiln man, 
is the second known victim. 
His body lias 
not been found, and lie m ay have been blown 
some distance by the force o ' the explosion 
Charles M iller,'the eng ineer, Is also buried 
under the 
d eb ris, and it is believed his body 
will be found near the boiler. 
Daviil Oliver, proprietor, and Peter M. 
Kimme, m anag er of the mill, were on the 
g round early this 
m orning , but as 
yet 
have "been 
uutffjc 
to 
learn 
positively 
the 
cause 
of 
the 
exptosjwti. 
thinks that oatmeal dtest may have Caused It,' 
but the terrific force is unprecedented, if this 
theory he accepted. 
No other reasonable ex­ 
planation Uoffpnjd.. however, and the explo­ 
sion of dust is accented until a Letter rt*n?bi) 
can be found. 
A vast crowd surrounds tQ6 
ruins. 
For a mile In oyrry direction plate- 
g lass windows were shattered and building s 
violently rocked by the terrific force of the 
explosion. 
4 1 about 10:30 o'clock the excavating 
party discovered the liody of a man supposed 
to be that of Miller. The corpse was covered 
with three feet of d eb ris. 
The lower part of 
the body was covered with bruises and burn*, 
and the face was 
mang led 
so that it 
could 
not 
be 
recog nized. 
The 
man 
bad evidently iieen blown from the eng ine 
room clear ¿q tlm drive way. 
The boilers 
nave been uncovered, uuil up} iittue?. which 
disposes of the theory that they exploded. 
The police say there is no evidence of the use 
of dynamite.

C h ic a g o , Dec. 11.—Three men are known 
to have been killed, one fatally injured and u 
num k-r of people badly bruised, early this 
morniug.by an explosion of meal dust,which 
completely wrecked the three-story brick 
building on N orth Halsled-street, occupied 
by David Oliver as an oat meal mill. 
Sev­ 
eral adjoining buildings were bally shat­ 
tered. 
The explosion, wbichjoecurred shortly 
after 2 o’clock, was terrific, the shock being 
felt a mile av ay. 
Buildings in the imme­ 
diate vicinity were bombarded with flying 
bricks aud timbers, and nearly every pane of 
glass within a radius of six blocks was 
smashed. 
Almost before 
the rumble of 
the explosion died away flames sprang up 
from the wrecked mill, and the whole place 
was ablaze in a few minutes. The lire spread 
with incredible rapidity, and when the first 
fire companies reached tl)escene they found 
a block of roaring flames to coutcud with. A 
general alarm was sounded. 
Engines were 
stationed at everv available point around the 
blazing mill, and buildings that did not take 
fire at tbe outset were saved by very bard 
work. 
Sparks that were curried through the 
air tiy the wind, ignited buildings two blocks 
away, and for half an hour the firemen had 
all they could do to prevent nnum lier of seri­ 
ous tires. 
The streets were filled with debris 
for a block on every side of the burned 
block, and this seriously obstructed the fire­ 
men in their work. 
It was nearly two hours 
before the flames were under control. 
When 
the fire was at its height the wildest rumors 
prevailed regarding tin: loss of lite. 
It was 
known that four men had been at work in 
the 
meal 
mill 
and about 
20 in the 
planing 
mill 
adjoining. 
Besides 
these 
ibe 
neighboring 
houses 
contained 
many men, women and children. 
At one 
time it was asserted that 20 people had per­ 
ished, but this estimate was found to be 
greatly exaggerated. The men at work in the 
planing mill all escaped. 
A few of them 
were badly hurt, hut the majority received 
slight injuries. 
Hundreds of men searched 
anxiously for the missing millers, and after 
some time John Holmes was found lying in 
an alley across the street trom the mill terri 
bly burned and lacerated 
He was working 
in the second story of the mill when the ex­ 
plosion occurred and was hurled through 
window 
and 
across 
the 
street. 
Ho canuot live. 
No trace could be found of 
the other three men—Charles Miller, Charles 
Cooper and John Sm ith—and it is believed 
that oilier bodies are buried in tbe ruins. The 
tiremeu are hopeful that no «more lives were 
lost, but people living in the vicinity of tin: 
uiill are sure more liodies will he found. 
Persons who were aslef p in tlie buildings ad­ 
jacent to the wrecked mill were thrown clear 
out of their beds by the force of the explosion 
and most of them were more or less injured 
during the terrific bombardment of bricks 
and other debris. 
Charles M urphy occupied rooms over Jlio ‘ 
saloon, at the corner of Fulton and Halstend- 
fctrcets. 
With him were his family, consist­ 
ing of his wife, two children and mother. 
They were all in bed when the explosion oc­ 
curred, and were all asleep. 
The force of 
the concussion swayed the house from side to 
side, and all the members of Murphy’s family 
were thrown violently from their beds upon 
the floor or against the walls. 
Within an in­ 
stant the house was enveloped in flames, 
and the cries of a dozen occupants reached 
the 
people 
on 
the street. 
Charles Bleu 
was among the spectators, aud upon hearing 
tbe cries lie rushed into the building at the 
risk of his life and carried out the women 
and children, making three trips into the 
burning house. 
Murpliy was so dazed that 
he was almost unable to get out. 
Bleu was 
badly scorched and bruised. 
The iqipates of Heug’s bourdiug house 
across the si'reet, aud Charles McCormick and 
his wife, who reside next door, escaped from 
the shattered buildings with great difficulty, 
several of them being badly bruised and all 
losing their personal effects. 
The losses wili aggregate $150,000. 
The 
loss on the o}Ul is $75,000; Jacob Preso, 
owner of the planing 
Joses $,50.000, and 
it is estimated that the other Josses wjlj be 
$25,000. 
L a t e r—A battalion of 20 firemen and over 
100 volunteers are at work clearing away the 
ruins. 
Ernest Casper, one of the three 
known to be dead, was working in the cupola 
at the time of the explosion. 
The cupola 
was lifted almost entirely ipnl thrown a dis­ 
tance of 60 feet to tbe south side of t he stfept, 
The remains of Casper is somewhere under 
the wreck. Joliu Christenzen, the kiln man, 
is the second knowu victim. 
His body ban 
not been found, and he may have been blown 
some distance by the force of the explosion 
Charles Miller, the engineer, Is also buried 
under the debris, and it is believed his body 
will befound near the boiler. 
David Oliver, proprietor, and Peter M. 
Kimme, manager of the mill, were on the 
ground early this 
morning, but as

for the express purpose of avoiding ail open 
reduction and.to keep up the rates between 
local points, have beeu fully substantiated. 
The Commissioners have come to the conclu­ 
sion that heroic measures are required to 
bring the railroads to a realization of the fact 
that they cannot violate the law with im 
punity. 
The 
practice of doing business 
through scalpers will have to be stopped aud 
the method of paying Commissioners for the 
sale of tickets either to scalpers or coupon 
ticket agents will also have to come to uti end, 
as these Commissions can be used for the 
purpose of cutting rates and discriminating 
against regular passengers.

T he reguinr m onthly m eeting of the Local 
B ranch of the Evangelical A lliance wus held 
in the F air-S treet R eform ed C hurch, K ings­ 
ton, last night. 
T he Rev. A. K. F u ller p re ­ 
sided. 
T h e m eeting was opened w ith prayer 
bv the Rev. S. D. Noyes. 
Secretary W illiam Sm itli reported, as fol­ 
lows: 
"T w o thousand, 
five hun d red and 
tw enty-one visited by D istrict V isitors and 
their church preferences and relations ascer­ 
tained; ,557 individuals visited by D istrict 
V isitors; 20 religious m eetings held w ith 
fam ilies; 50 fam ilies reported to Pastors for 
special visit; 22 fam ilies reported to S uper­ 
visors for their visitation; 42 confirm ed in ­ 
valids reported to Pastors and Supervisors; 
23 fam ilies w ho have m oved ioto the City 
have lieeu visited nnd invited to C hurch aud 
Sunday School; 3 fam ilies found w ithout 
tlie Bible and supplied; 02 persons wlin have 
no church preference; 271 persons uot atten d ­ 
ing any church service; 121 S unday School 
scholars not attending ch u rch .” 
Mr. Sm ith 
added: " I t is to be regretted that only four dis­ 
tricts report the num ber of children who 
do not attend Sunday School. 
These four 
districts report 42.” 
Mr. F uller said : “ These are only some of 
the results of this work. 
T h e reason there 
are Dot m ore results, is sim ply because we 
have not done m ore.” 
Mr. F u ller told som e­ 
thing of the spirit of the m eeting of the A l­ 
liance at Syracuse. " I was stirred ,” said he, 
" as I have never been stirred and interested 
in this w ork. 
I could not but feel that if 
our C hristian people realized w hat an op 
portunity God was placing in the hands of 
different denom inations to unite in evangeliz­ 
ing this N ation they w ould exert them selves 
to the utm ost. 
If the w ork of the Alliance 
could be carried out in this country as thv.se 
who 
have 
the w ork at 
heart wish, 
it 
would 
do 
for 
A m erica 
w hat 
the 
R eform ation 
of 
ttie 
Sixteenth 
C entury did for Europe. 
W tiat we w ant in 
this City is ju st a little more harm ony in the 
work or the part of m inisters and interest on 
the part of leading m embers of o u r churches. 
T his C ity can just as well lie thoroughly 
evangeli/ed w ith this Alliance as to lie w here 
it is to-day. 
I do not say it can be C hristian 
ized, but 1 say it can be evangelized. W e are 
too apt to lie discouraged if we fail to m ake 
C hrisliaus. 
God m akes C hristians. 
W e do 
not 
O ur work is to place the m eans w hich 
the H oly Spirit uses in converting souls lie- 
fore those souls.” 
T h e Secretary was asked w hether there 
w ere churches nom inally co-operating w ith 
the A lliance that have Supervisors w ho are 
not acting. 
T he Secretary answ ered there 
were three districts, in all 40 fields, princi 
pally under the supervision of one church. 
Tlie Rev. Thom as Lam ont m ade an ad 
dress on Tlie W ork of the Allianc e. - Tlie de­ 
sign and w ork of tlie Alliance, lie said,ought 
to com m end itself favorably to the hearty co 
operation of all Christian people in this City. 
44 T he movem ent is in the direction of inter 
ccssory prayer of our blessed L ord. 
A m ong 
the petitions He offered was this, the gran d ­ 
est th at ever fell fro rj any lips: ‘ A nd O, 
Father, g ran t th at they all limy he one ! 
W e m ay become one in the h earty co-opera­ 
tion to extend the Redeem er’s kingdom . W e 
may help to bring men to tlie know ledge of 
the tru th .” 
Tlie speaker said the Alliance 
seemed to open a very practical m ethod by 
which the neglected masses could be readied.

T here is 
no schem e more practical than this w ork, to 
have a City m apped out and every house 
looked after. 
If it is thoroughly w orked, it 
will produce a blessed revolution in this City. 
One great good would be to gather children 
in Sunday Schools, and take them aw ay from 
the 
pernicious 
influences that .surround 
them .” 
Mr. Lamont spoke on the practic'd 
side of tlie question! 
" T h is w ork w ould 
pay, looking at it in a m oney sense; it w ould 
lighten the burdens imposed by the crim inal 
classes, seeking by religious training to p re­ 
vent recruits from becom ing m em bers of this* 
class and u burden to society.

No one responding, lie told of a w om an in 
his church w ho said she had m ade up her 
m ind to devote the tim e she had been iu the 
habit of spending in m aking form al calls 
upon people who did not care to have her 
call and w hom she did not carc to call upon, 
hut felt she m ust in order to be up w ith the 
fashion. 
" I am going,” said she, 44 to give 
that tim e to the poor.” 
" I said : 4 T lie Lord 
will give you a blessing jo u have never ex­ 
perienced in your C hristian life.’ 
A nother 
lady told m cof the trepidation w ith w hich she 
m ade her first visit. 
She had m ade three 
visitations and enjoyed the lust visit, well.

Secretary William Smith reported, as fol­ 
lows: 
"T w o thousand, 
five hundred and 
twenty-one visited by District Visitors and 
their church preferences and relations ascer­ 
tained; ,557 Individuals visited by District 
Visitors; 20 religious meetings held with 
families; 50 families reported to Pastors for 
special visit; 22 families rejw.rted to Super­ 
visors for their visitation; 42 confirmed in­ 
valids reported to Pastors and Supervisors; 
20 families who have moved into the City 
have been visited and invited to Church and 
Sunday School; 3 families found without 
the Bible and supplied; 62 persons who have 
no church preference; 271 persons not attend 
jug any church service; 121 Sunday School 
scholars not attending church," 
Mr. Smith 
added: "It is to be regretted that only four dis­ 
tricts report the nnnilier of children who 
do riot attend Sunday School. 
These ft ur 
district* report 42.” 
Mr. Fuller said ; " These are only some of 
the results of this work. 
The reason there 
are not more results, is simply lx*cuuse we 
have not done more.’’ 
Mr. Fuller told some­ 
thing of the spirit of Hie meeting of the Al­ 
liance at Syracuse. “ I wa* stirred," said lie, 
" as I have never be en stirred and interested 
in this work. 
I could not In t feel Hint if 
our Christian people realized what an op 
portunlty God was placing in the hands of 
different denomination* to unite in evangeliz­ 
ing this Nation they would exert themselves 
to the utmost. 
If the work of the Alliance 
could b * carried out iii this country as tlmse
